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Service employees 
reject wage offer, 
vote next Sunday

The administration's latest 
wage offer was unanimously 
rejected yesterday by over 200 
McGill maintenance workers. 
During a negotiations report 
meeting the workers, members 
of the McGill Unit of the Service 
Employees Union (SEU), also 
rejected an administration pro- 
posal to change the duration of 
theircontract to three years from ' 
the present two years. 

The workers decided to meet 
next Sunday to hold a formal, 
secret ballot on the administra- 
tion's latest offer. At that time 
the workers will discuss what 
tactics will be used, if 
necessary, to speed up negoti- 
ations. No strike action is 
planned at this time, although 
they have had the right to strike 
since January 27. 

After nine months of negoti- 
ations, the 11-member negoti- 
ating committee reported to the 
workers that over 150 normative 
clauses in the new contract have 
been settled, most of them in the 
workers' favor. Union repre- 
sentative Joe Gargiso said, 
however; that many major 
clauses are pending, Including 
job security, pension plan, the 
sub-copntract situation, senior- 
ity premium, duration of 
contract and the major area of 
salaries. 

Thewageoffer, rejected by the 



workers, was submitted to the 
union on February 11. Gargiso 
said the offer Includes Indexa-. 
Hon but "we don't know the 
formula and University does not 
have it. Also, he said that no 
offer on fringe benefits (eg. 
vacations, holidays) was made 
by the University. 

Gargiso stressed that salaries 
are paid by the provincial 
government and are subject to 
the wage and price freeze. He 
said that the McGill workers 
must work closely with the 
Common Front, which repre- 
sents 180,000 Quebec teachers, 
hospital workers and civil 
servants. Gargiso told the 
workers that their salaries and 
other benefits will probably 
depend on the Common Front 
settlement. 

The workers strongly voiced 
their disagreement with an 
administration proposal to leave 
discussion and changes in the 
pension plan until after the 
collective agreement is signed. 
Gargiso said the SEU negotiat- 
ors have received no answers on 
major points including indexa- 
tion . and compensation for 
discrimination in the existing 
insured benefit plan of the 
University. 

The service employees held a 
study session last November to 
speed up negotiations. In 1973 
the maintenance workers won a 
strike which lasted four days.

TA compromise reached; 
work resumes this morning

The McGill Teaching Assis- 
tants Association and Dean 
Robert Vogel of the Faculty of 
Arts reached agreement on 
outstanding issues last Thurs- 
day, ending the eight day strike 
and two-month-long work slow- 
down by Arts TAs. 

Highlighting Thursday's set- 
tlement were agreements on 
the application of the cost of 
living allowance (COLA) to TA 
salaries, designation of the 
Faculty Committee on 
Teaching Assistants as a. 
grievance mechanism for indi- 
vidual teaching assistants, and 
the award of • full salary 
Increases to TAs with scholar- 
ships less than $2000. 



Also Included In the record of 
the meeting was re-afflrmatlon 
of the salary schedules agreea 
upon last week in discussions 
between the MTAA negotiating 
committee and Vogel. Full- 
load teaching Assistants will 
receive $3750 plus fees, while 
TA lecturers In two French 
departments will receive an 
additional $250 for three 
contact hours, or an additional 
$500 for six contact hours. 



September, the MTAA . has 
insisted that TA salaries be 
indexed to the cost of living as 
have the salaries of other full 
time university staff. 



Although Dean Vogel had 
expressed his support for the 
Inclusion of TAs under COLA, 
as early as Jan. 27, technica- 
lities Involved In Its application 
delayed TA acceptance of the 
Dean's promises. Because 
many TA salaries are part salary 
and part scholarship, the MTAA 
had expressed concern about 
the scope of the COLA 
increase. 



Thursday's agreement reads, 
"As of September 1976 the TA 
base stipends will be Indexed 
or augmentated so as to 
Increase as the cost-of-living 
increases in a manner compar- 
able to salaries of other full 
tirrie staff. This cost of living 
augmentation will apply to the 
full base stipend until a 
distinction has been clearly 
established between the bursary 
element within the stipend." 



In reaching agreement on TA 
inclusion under COLA aug- 
mentations, the negotiating 
committee ' and the Dean 
removed what had become a 
major obstacle to settlement of 
.the TA strike. Since the MTAA 
continued on paga 5 -.organizing drive began in. late 
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Also clarified at Thursday's 
meeting was the effect of the 
salary Increase to $3750 on TAs 
holding scholarships or fellow- 
ships. According to Vogel's 
memorandum of January 27 in 
which he announced the 
payhike, scholarship and fel- 
lowship holders were to be 



excluded from the upgrading of 
salaries. 

Thursday's agreement speci- 
fies that full load teaching 
assistants receiving less than 
$2000 "will be treated, for 
purposes of increases, as if 
they had no fellowship or 
scholarship." The document 
also provides that TAs with 
bursaries In excess of $2000 be 
granted Individual consider- 
ation should the total of this 
scholarship and fellowships be 
less than the basic $3750. 

Finally, Thursday's agree- 
ment officially established a 
grievance committee for teach- 
ing assistants in the faculty of 
Arts. The composition of the 
committee follows guidelines 
prescribed In a Faculty of Arts 
resolution of Feb. 10 — two 
teaching assistants from the 
faculty of Arts, two under- 
graduate students, and the 
Dean of the Faculty. 

Dean Vogel and Pierre 
Pacquette, representing the 
MTAA, fixed their signatures to 
the finalized agreement In a 
brief session at 3 o'clock Friday 
afternoon In Dawson Hall. 

TAs resume their normal 
duties in the various Arts 
departments today.

Women's Union 

An enthusiastic group of 
some thirty women met Tues- 
day night at the Women's 
Union to study recommenda- 
tions and proposals that might 
rescue that beleaguered organ- 
ization now being threatened 
with extinction. 

The meeting on Monday had 
engendered lively debate and a 
salvo of criticisms (albeit con- 
structive) concerning the func- 
tion and objectives of the Wo- 
men's Union at McGill. Al- 
though many grievances had 
finally been brought Into the 
open, few concrete or specific 
recommendations were pro- 
posed. 

The meeting on Tuesday 
hoped to ameliorate this 
confusing and rather impotent 



state of afairs. Designated as a 
"Task Recommendation" com- 
mittee, it aimed at eliciting 
more crystallized proposals; 
proposals that could be acted 
upon and followed through. 
Among the recommendations 
studied was a proposal to 
revise the existing constitution 
and, in connection with its 
revision, a total restructuring of 
the executive hierarchy within 
the Union. Many women 
present expressed the desire 
fora more collective (and hence 
more equitable) basis of de- 
cision-making, dissolving 
some of the more elaborate 
offices currently held within the 
Union (such as the Presidency, 
etc.). 

Other suggestions brought 
forward Included coordinating 
and effectively implementing a 
programme of activities spon- 
sored under the auspices of the 
Women's Union, Including 
lunchtime lectures or poetry 
readings, a symposium on 
women in science, revival of 
the now floundering carpentry 
collective, establishment of 



consciousness-raising groups 
and a -"retreat" weekend at 
Gault, scheduled tentatively for 
March. 

Lastly, it was felt that closer 
links between the Women's 
Collective Press and the 
Women's Union would be 
welcomed as Inadequate liai- 
son between the two parties 
has so far dichotomized and 
segregated their activities. 

The committee adjourned 
after small "task forces" were 
appointed to actively research 
each of the major proposals 
and will reconvene this week. 

It is hoped that as many 
women as possible will attend 
this meeting and assist in the 
rebuilding of the Women's 
Union. For you see, we need 
every woman to pitch in, and 
don't be scared off by them big 
words like 'task force' * or 
'recommendation committee'. 
The Women's Union is just you 
and me, folks. And that's all 
there is to it.
